Enseñanza de Lenguas Extranjeras 

Ha sido aporobada la enseñanza de lenguas 
extranjeras en las escuelas publicas; con esta medida 
nace un pequeño problema de fácil solución y este es 
el de conseguir el profesorado especializado que pu¬ 
eda cubrir esa materia; desde luego se cuenta con un 
numero de maestros en lenguas extranjeras, pero no es 
lo suficientemente extenso, por lo tanto se tendrán 
que crear cursos especiales de capacitación para 
aquellas personas que tienen los conocimientos y la 
habilidad de enseñar, pero que no tienen una cre¬ 
dencial o titulo de maestros. 

Tratándose de una especialidad (como la en¬ 
señanza de idiomas) sera de absoluta necesidad crear 
un método rápido que prepare a las personas aspir¬ 
antes a enseñar alguna lengua extranjera y dotarlas de 
una credencial especial como profesores de esa len¬ 
gua si a través de un examen demuestran que la do¬ 
minan. 

En California predomina el Castellano (Espa¬ 
ñol) sobre otras lenguas, no sera por lo tanto muy di¬ 
fícil encontrar personas con los conocimientos sufi¬ 
cientes, tomando en cuenta que en todos los estados 
de la frontera sur de la Union hay gran cantidad de 
personas que hablan Castellano.
